KENSINGTON and Chelsea 
councillors say they are 
“shocked and sickened” that 
more than 7,000 primary school- 
children in the borough have 
been put at risk of being poi¬ 
soned by toxic air without their 
parents knowing. 

The royal borough’s Labour 
group of councillors are furious 
that an air pollution report pre¬ 
pared for former London Mayor 
Boris Johnson three years ago 
was never released until it was 
uncovered after new Mayor 
Sadiq Khan took control of City 
Hall this month. 

The report reveals that 7,076 
children at 25 primary schools 
have been playing in school 
grounds in areas where nearby 


traffic has made the air so dirty 
and dangerous that it breaks EU 
limits for nitrogen dioxide pollu¬ 
tion. 

The schools affected range 
from those in some of the most 
deprived areas of North Kens¬ 
ington to one in High Street 
Kensington where Prime Min¬ 
ster David Cameron sends his 


son. 

London’s air is so polluted by 
traffic fumes that it is officially 
estimated to cause the early 
deaths of at least 10,000 people a 
year. The councillors are livid 
that parents had no idea they 
were sending their children to 
schools in such heavily-polluted 
areas that they have been ex¬ 
posed to the risk of developing 
asthma and bronchitis. 

The Labour group is now call¬ 
ing on local parents to demand 
that the Conservative-ruled 
council instals bad air alert sys¬ 
tems in every school in the royal 
borough, so that children are 
kept in from the playgrounds 
when pollution levels are at 
their worst. 

“Kensington and Chelsea’s 
Labour group councillors are ab¬ 
solutely horrified at the alleged 


suppression of a crucial mayoral 
report on air pollution levels in 
the borough,” said its spokes¬ 
woman, Golborne ward council¬ 
lor Emma Dent Coad. 

“One of the first actions of 
London’s new Mayor was to 
search the ‘in tray’ of the outgo¬ 
ing Mayor to see what had been 
forgotten or suppressed. Barely 
a week into his mayoralty, Sadiq 
Khan unearthed a report on air 
pollution in the capital that is an 
absolute shocker. 

“In spring 2013 former Mayor 
Johnson had requested a report 
on air pollution levels near the 
capital’s primary schools. The 
report was ready in September, 
but was never published. 

“The shock results state that 
every single primary school in

H OPE deferred makes 
the heart grow sick but 
a longing fulfilled is a 
tree of life. So says an ancient 
proverb dating back to the 
Bronze Age. 

Hopelessness is a common 
feature we can all experience 
at times of mental stress. 
Stigma identifies us as differ¬ 
ent: someone with something 
to be avoided at all costs. 

It leads to covering up real¬ 
ity in euphemisms and innu¬ 
endo. We speak in hushed 
voices and sidelong glances. It 
always relates to ‘them’ and 
never ‘us.’ Changing stigma 
will take effort and courage. 

It is changing because brave 
people are starting to speak 
openly about their mental 
health. 

Language dictates culture 


and currently we all find it 
easy to resort to learned nega¬ 
tive language about mental 
health. 

We can all acquire new 
words to change our ability to 
communicate about our mind. 
The more we hear, the more 
our ability to communicate ef¬ 
fectively about our thinking 
and emotions improves. 

Enabling us to communicate 
about our inner responses can 
start in primary school. Help¬ 
ing children acquire an emo¬ 
tional language will help us 
identify where and when we 
need help, assisting us all in 
building our resilience in life 
and avoiding the disabling loss 
of hope that can afflict us all. 

That is the essence of pre¬ 
vention: being able to redis¬ 
cover that we are all in the 


same boat, with a similar 
shared journey and often sim¬ 
ilar challenges. The recovery 
of hope starts with not being 
alone. 

So, anything we write must 
be in the first person. It is our 
shared issue. I may have a 
mental health problem; it is us 
who need to take action; it is 
our friends and family who are 
suffering. 

Having established we are 
not alone, we can believe there 
is help for us. We can challenge 
the stigma that poor mental 
health is always for life. 

For some, like physical 
health, there may be life-long 
consequences. But for all there 
is much we can do to help and 
for many of us it will be a one- 
off episode from which we re¬ 
cover.

Shock at primary school air pollution

“North Kensington is sub¬ 
jected to levels of air pollution 
that contravene permitted lev¬ 
els, and can cause ill health, 
asthma, bronchitis, and even 
affect the size of babies’ lungs. 

“Did Boris Johnson think 
that by hiding this report the 
pollution would just go 
away?” 

Although the increase in 
builders’ lorries is thought to 
have contributed to the pollu¬ 
tion predominantly caused by 
diesel vehicles, councillor 
Dent Coad asks whether some 
residents’ large SUV’s are also 
making it worse. 

“Other schools in central 
Kensington, also a catchment 
area for some North Ken chil¬ 
dren, are very badly affected. 
In fact the worst school af¬ 
fected in the whole borough is 
St Mary Abbot’s off Kensing¬ 
ton High Street - the school 
which the Prime Minister, 
Michael Gove and Ed Vaizey 
send their children,” she said. 

“Was that potential embar¬ 
rassment the cause of the re¬ 
port’s suppression? And do 
Chelsea tractors create more 
pollution than construction 
vehicles?” 

She added: “The highest ac¬ 
ceptable level of N02 is given 
as 40 per cent, and the pro¬ 
jected level by 2020 is to reach 
comfortably below that level. 


“However, St Mary Abbot’s 
reached an appalling level of 
56 per cent in 2010, the highest 
in the borough. St Thomas’ in 
Golborne ward, right next to 
the diesel particulates-emit- 
ting Great Western Railway, is 
in second place with an 
equally shocking 54 per cent 
in 2010. While both schools im¬ 
proved slightly in 2015, they 
were still well over the level 
permitted.” 

Councillor Dent Coad, plan¬ 
ning spokesperson for Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea’s Labour 
group, revealed that the air in 
her area is so bad that last 
year she was hospitalised with 
pneumonia and lost a quarter 
of her lung capacity. 

She said: “I’ve lived in the 
borough nearly all my life and 
I’m sickened that we are see¬ 
ing more bad air days. I well 
remember the last major smog 
in 1962; I couldn’t see either 
side of the pavement and 
barely managed to find my 
house. 

“I call upon all parents to 
lobby the council to bring in 
more assertive anti-pollution 
measures without delay, to set 
up a Bad Air Day alert system 
for schools so children do not 
play outside, and to demand 
that the council gives the new 
Mayor every possible support 
in his plan to tackle air pollu¬ 
tion without delay.” 

Councillor Pat Mason, a 


member of the RBKC Public 
Transport Liaison Group said: 
“One of the London mayor’s 
most important duties is to 
protect the health of a whole 
generation of children from 
London’s killer cocktail of ve¬ 
hicle emission fumes. It’s be¬ 
yond belief that Boris Johnson 
appeared to suppress the re¬ 
port warning our schoolchild¬ 
ren were in serious danger. 
This must surely be an abuse 
of elected office.” 

Mayor Khan has promised 
an urgent clean-up of Lon¬ 
don’s air. He said: “I want to 
act before an emergency, 
which is why we need big, 
bold and sometimes difficult 
policies if London is to meet 
the scale of the challenge.” 

The Mayor added: “I have 
been elected with a clear man¬ 
date to clean up London’s air 
- our biggest environmental 
challenge. I too know from 
personal experience that the 
city’s air is damaging people’s 
health as I only recently 
started suffering from asthma 
as an adult. Many pollution 
hotspots in London are 
around schools, exposing our 
children to dangerously pol¬ 
luted air and putting them at 
greater risk of respiratory 
conditions like mine. 

“The previous Mayor was 
too slow on this issue and the 
Government has been hope¬ 
lessly inactive and it’s Lon¬ 


doners who are suffering as a 
result. We need to speed up 
our efforts so I’ll be launching 
a consultation before the sum¬ 
mer to kick-start the process. 
As well as my proposals, I’ll be 
seeking views on other ways 
we can do more to clean up the 
city’s air.” 

The proposals in the 
Mayor’s consultation will in¬ 
clude: 

■ Extending the Ultra-Low 
Emission Zone (ULEZ) to the 
North Circular Road and the 
South Circular Road and the 
possibility of bringing for¬ 
ward the introduction earlier 
than 2020. Under current 
plans the ULEZ will only oper¬ 
ate within the Congestion 
Charging Zone and it is due to 
come in from 2020. 

■ Implementing an extra 
charge on the most polluting 
vehicles entering central Lon¬ 
don using the Congestion 
Charge payment and enforce¬ 
ment system from 2017 (this 
would not mean an increase 
in the Congestion Charge but 
just the method for collecting 
the extra charge from people 
driving the most polluting ve¬ 
hicles). 

■ Introducing ULEZ stan¬ 
dards for heavy vehicles Lon- 
don-wide from 2020. 

■ Giving the go-ahead for 
Transport for London (TfL) to 
start work on the costs and 
challenges of implementing a 


diesel scrappage scheme as 
part of a wider national 
scheme delivered by the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

■ Proposals to work with the 
Government to tackle air pol¬ 
lution on a national and inter¬ 
national level. 

Proposals for TfL to lead by 
example include: 

■ Introducing self-imposed 
ULEZ standards a year earlier 
for TfL double decker buses 

■ Implementing clean bus 
corridors - tackling the worst 
pollution hotspots by concen¬ 
trating cleaner buses on the 
dirtiest routes 

■ Expanding the ULEZ retro¬ 
fit programme to 3,000 buses 
outside the central zone (up 
from 2,000) 

■ Purchasing only hybrid or 
zero-emission double-decker 
buses from 2018.

Funding boosts 
software firm 

FOLLOWING a significant 
investment by the Kensington 
and Chelsea-based business angel 
network Wild Blue Cohort, a 
computer software company 
called Trint is set to expand.

This is the largest investment by 
Wild Blue's forty-strong network 
since the company started 
operating in 2014, bringing the 
total value of investments to 
£600,000. 

Cllr Gerard Hargreaves, the 
Royal Borough's cabinet member 
for the voluntary sector, said: "I am 
very pleased to see that not only 
is the council's investment in Wild 
Blue Cohort paying off, but that 
the company is now making 
sizeable investments to enable 
business owners make their 
companies a real success." 

David Barrie, founder and CEO 
of Wild Blue said:"The deal is 
exciting for us because of the 
scale of the investment, the 
quality of the company and its 
local pedigree. Trint is the second 
investment by our members in a 
digital media company that is an 
alumnus of BBC Worldwide LABS 
in White City."

Angela McConville, Westway 
Trust Chief Executive sends a 
message to Sadiq Khan about 
how his plans for the 
environment and the arts could 
be felt locally 


NOW that his feet will be firmly 
under the table I want to take the 
time to congratulate Sadiq Khan 
on becoming Mayor of London 
and lay out the areas where I 
think his agenda aligns with 
West way Trust’s or could affect 
North Kensington. 

A close look at Mr Khan’s man¬ 
ifesto and at the announcements 
he’s made in the short time since 
he got into office suggests that his 
priorities cross over with ours in 
many ways. Our experience with 
our local creative apprenticeship 
programme chimes with the 
Mayor's focus on helping to get 
London’s young people the train¬ 
ing and experience they need to 
make their mark. I’m also en¬ 
couraged by his commitments on 
affordable housing, something we 
are exploring on the Portobello 
site, and encouraging active 
lifestyles, which we deliver in 
spades on a daily basis. 

There are two areas of Mr 
Khan’s plans, as they relate to 
Westway Trust, that I want to 
focus on in particular in this col¬ 
umn, because they feature highly 
on the priority list of many resi¬ 
dents living locally. 

The first relates to the newest 
area of our work, around the en¬ 
vironment. For obvious reasons 
for a charity that makes its home 
under a busy six-lane road, air 
pollution is a significant concern 


for many of the people we talk to. 
The Westway is one of the most 
polluting roads in the UK and 
more needs to be done to reduce 
or mitigate the fumes spreading 
into the local area. I can see real 
merit in proposals to extend the 
new ‘Ultra-Low Emission Zone’ 
up to the North Circular because 
it could lower the number of 
high-polluting vehicles along the 
Westway and through the Bor¬ 
ough. Of course, residents and 
businesses vital to the area also 
drive, and have customers that 
do, and any plans would need to 
make sure that they are not un¬ 
fairly targeted. If rumours are 
true the cycle superhighway 
along the Westway that was pro¬ 
posed by his predecessor will be 
cancelled. If it does go ahead the 
plans need work to make sure 
that they work for people in the 
Royal Borough, and if it is can¬ 
celled we must see plans for dras¬ 
tically improved cycle 
infrastructure here. 

Related to the policies on the 
environment, I’m pleased to see 
that the Mayor has made commit¬ 
ments to protect London’s major 
public spaces. I hope he goes fur¬ 
ther and looks to suggestions 
made by Zac Goldsmith, in his 
campaign, to support ‘pocket 
parks’ and the beautifying of 
smaller green spaces, which have 
proven positive impacts on 
health. We’re committed to pre¬ 
serving and improving the green 
spaces at Portobello Green and 
Maxilla Walk and the open public 
spaces at Acklam and I hope our 
new Mayor will pledge further 
support for spaces like them 
throughout London. 


The Mayor’s most eye-catching 
policy for the arts and creative in¬ 
dustries, the second area I want 
to focus on, is his idea for a Lon¬ 
don Borough of Culture competi¬ 
tion. I think the initiative could 
help to support talent and cre¬ 
ative businesses and showcase 
the variety in the city. I also 
think the Royal Borough of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea could make a 
strong case for being the first 
Borough of Culture, housing as it 
does three of the city’s greatest 
museums, soon to be joined by a 
fourth, and being home to the 
Notting Hill Carnival, one of the 
most spectacular annual street 
festivals in the world. North 
Kensington itself with a history 
of incredible music and fashion 
and a thriving and distinctive 
arts scene would be a vital part of 
any bid and I look forward to see¬ 
ing how plans evolve. 

I’m also interested in Mr 
Khan's proposals for Creative En¬ 
terprise Zones, and protection for 
small industrial and creative 
workspaces, and his appointment 
of a ‘Night Czar’, recognising the 
importance of protecting Lon¬ 
don’s cultural venues and 
nightlife. All of these are things 
that chime closely with what 
we’re hoping to achieve at Porto¬ 
bello Green and along Thorpe 
Close. Bootstrap, a charity which 
provides workspace and enter¬ 
prise support in Dalston, have 
worked with others to call for in¬ 
creased support for open work¬ 
spaces that provide a community 
for startup ventures and small 
businesses in an area and I hope 
that we can bring some of those 
principles to the Westway estate. 

Overall, the early signals are 
that our new Mayor’s priorities 
align with Westway Trust’s core 
aims to support health, enter¬ 
prise, environment and culture. I 
hope that he will continue to 
strengthen his commitments and 
we’ll be working hard to make 
sure the Westway Estate is on the 
Mayor’s map for London. 


Act sounds the 
death knell for 
social housing

AS I knocked on doors 
throughout the borough during 
the election it was housing 
matters which were raised time 
and time again by electors. 

Meanwhile, this week the 
government's Housing and 
Planning Bill has'ping ponged' 
backwards and forwards between 
Lords and Commons, with the 
government losing no fewer than 
19 votes during the final stages of 
the Lords'consideration of the bill. 
These government defeats reflect 
the view, on all sides, that this 
catastrophic legislation does 
nothing to solve our housing 
problems and by forcing through 
the sale of housing association 
properties and high value local 
authority housing stock (all we 
have in RBKC!) will make the 
problems infinitely worse. 

This Housing Act will force the 
council to sell off its housing stock 
while still retaining its legal 
obligation to house the 
vulnerable. Ultimately this means 
that the council will have to rent 
properties from private landlords 
in outer London at massively 
greater cost to the tax payer. 

Ironically most of these 
properties will be former council 
house stock which were sold off 
under the original 'right to buy' 
legislation but which have now 
fallen into the hands of rapacious 
private landlords who are making 
a killing from the housing 
shortage. Housing benefit 
spending has risen by £4.4 billion 
in cash terms between 2009/10 
and 2014/5 to a staggering £24 
billion. 

The current government is 
knowingly repeating the key error 
of the first 'right to buy' legislation, 
in that it will not require a 'one for 
one' replacement of every social 
housing unit lost to the public 
housing stock in London. It 
therefore sounds the death knell 
for social housing in the capital 
while doing nothing for young 
people and families on ordinary 
incomes who want to buy or rent 
a home within the city. 

Over time this legislation will 
drive ordinary people out of the 
communities they know and 
support and leave the capital a 
hollowed out shell where the 
global jet set store their frequently 
ill-gotten gains whilst making no 
contribution to the life of the city. 

Last year the Tories built the 
fewest affordable homes for over 
two decades -9,590 homes for 
social rent compared to 33,180 
delivered in the last year of the 
Labour government. 

The number of people in the 
private rented sector has 
increased by 900,000 since 2010. 
One in four families with children 
now rent privately - 1.6 million 
households. 

I have nothing against private 
landlords and there are both many 
decent providers and people who 
want this form of tenure. But the 
return of'rogue landlords' 
represents a threat both to decent 
landlords and to those desperate 
for a roof over their head. There 
was no mention of private renters 
in the Conservative manifesto and 
earlier this year Karen Buck MP's 
modest attempt to legislate that 
any property offered for rent be 
required to be fit for human 
habitation was talked out by 
ideological proponents of the free 
market. 

Given the failure of the 
Conservative government or Boris 
Johnson to tackle the housing 
crisis we must all hope that Sadiq 
Kahn, backed by his magnificent 
popular mandate, is now allowed 
to tackle housing in such a way as 
to benefit all who live in London.

The proper answer to recent claims of asset stripping is 
show me the teapot, argues Leader of the Council Nick 
Pa get-Brown 

Where’s evidence 
for ugly charge 
against council? 


A SSET stripping is a 
less serious charge 
than social cleans¬ 
ing I suppose and for that 
at least I am grateful. But 
it’s irritating nonetheless 
that yet again an ugly 
charge has been levelled 
against the council that 
has no basis in reality 
whatsoever. 

Call me old-fashioned 
but I think serious claims 
ought to be backed up by 
serious evidence. Clev¬ 
erer men than I have made 
the same point, and far 
more elegantly. 

Carl Sagan said that “ex¬ 
traordinary claims re¬ 
quire extraordinary evi¬ 
dence”. Christopher 
Hitchens offered us 
Hitchen’s Razor: what is 
asserted without evidence 
can be dismissed without 
evidence. 

But my personal 
favourite is Russell’s 
teapot. Bertrand Russell 
pointed out that it is really 
up to the person who says 
there is a celestial teapot 
orbiting the Sun to prove 
it, not for me to disprove 
it. 

Now I know these big¬ 
brained chaps were mak¬ 
ing a larger point, but 
their logic is just as sound 
on the somewhat smaller 
stage of Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

If you are going to 
protest outside North 
Kensington Library say¬ 
ing that the council is 
“closing the library”; that 
it is leasing the building 
to its friends “on the 
cheap” and “asset strip¬ 
ping the community of all 
its public spaces” then 
there ought to be some 
sort of evidential test to 
pass before your claims 
are taken seriously. 

Let’s apply that test 
now, taking the largest 
claim first. 

■ The council is stripping 
North Kensington of its 
assets: the council has re¬ 
cently built a state-of-the- 
art leisure centre and a 
brand-new academy. It 
has re-built Middle Row 
Primary School (now Ark 
Brunei Primary Acad¬ 
emy); it intends to re-build 


Barlby Primary School, to 
build a brand-new school 
for children for special 
needs nearby and to add 
hundreds of new homes in 
North Kensington. And, 
oh yes, the council has 
also painstakingly assem¬ 
bled the case for a station 
on the Elizabeth line at 
Kensal Portobello. I could 
go on, but I won’t because 
the point is made: claims 
of asset stripping are the 
purest junk. 

■ The council is closing 
North Kensington Library: 

er no, it isn’t. It is actually 
building a fine new library 
not 50 yards from the old 
one that, in library terms, 
will in every way be better 
than the old. Yes, the cur¬ 
rent library is a listed 
building but it doesn’t 
work as well as it should 
for its visitors. It was built 
at a time when architects 
simply didn’t consider the 
needs of the disabled, the 
elderly, or parents with 
prams. Spread over three 
floors it is not nearly ac¬ 
cessible enough. 

■ The library is being 
leased "on the cheap": res¬ 
idents are not only getting 
a new library; they are go¬ 
ing to continue to benefit 
mightily from the old one. 
That is staying in overall 
public ownership and be¬ 
ing let on a 25-year lease 
to the prep school next 
door to provide places that 
are in great demand in 
Kensington and Chelsea. 

Thanks to our hard- 
nosed approach our prop¬ 
erty income has soared 
from £3.8 million in 2010- 
11 to £10.5 million in 2016- 
17. 

So be in no doubt, there 
have been no mate’s rates. 
We have negotiated a good 
deal on the old library that 
will help fund our vital 
services as we go into our 
sixth year of austerity. 

There. Job done I hope. 
Despite the passionate in¬ 
tensity with which they 
were made, the claims of 
closures, asset stripping, 
mate’s rates, and social 
cleansing for that matter, 
are no more real than Rus¬ 
sell’s planet-sized 

samovar.

Touts are attempting to 
sell £33 tickets to the show 
for £1,182 online, but the 
Royal Horticultural Society 
has issued a “buyer beware” 
alert. 

The RHS is urging garden¬ 
ers not to buy tickets from 
touts and warning that any¬ 
one with tickets that turn out 
to be fakes will be denied en¬ 
try. 

A spokesman said: “We 
urge people not be tempted 
to buy tickets from touts as 
you can’t be guaranteed that 
the tickets they are selling 
are authentic and you may 
be refused entry to the show. 

“We still have tickets 
available for Friday and Sat¬ 
urday and you can order 
them through our website. 
Public tickets are being sold 
from £33 and funds raised 
help us deliver our charita¬ 
ble objectives.”

'Syrie'Sara Louise Elmsie, 
was born in 1847, the only 
daughter of William Elmsie 
of Lloyds, in Richmond, 
Surrey. At the age of 26 she 
married Thomas Barnardo 
and, as a wedding present, 
the couple were given a 
15-year lease on Mossford 
Lodge in Barkingside - the 
site of the charity's 
headquarters today - which 
became the Girl's Village 
Home. 

Throughout her life, Syrie 
was a supporter of her 
husband's work and she 
raised money through letters 
and talks. AfterThomas 
Barnardo's death in 1905, 
Syrie Barnardo continued to 
support the work of the 
charity until she died aged 
96, in 1944. The couple had 
seven children. 


her husband Thomas as he 
set about helping east Lon¬ 
don’s destitute children in 
the late nineteenth century. 

She continued to support 
the charity’s vital work after 
Thomas died in 1905, making 
sure that girls as well as boys 
received its help. 

It was Syrie’s determina¬ 
tion to do more for those in 
need that led to the charity 
opening its first home for 
girls - the ‘Girls Village 
Home’ - in Barkingside. 

The launch of the rose at 
Chelsea - one of west Lon¬ 
don’s most eagerly-antici¬ 
pated annual events - will be 
a fitting tribute to Syrie, 
whose name means to “bring 
love and a new start in life”.

Don’t pull a sickie, recovery can begin in the workplace 


LONDONERS should stop 
pulling sickies and get back 
to work if they want to shake 
off a cold, new research sug¬ 
gests. 

A report by the Institute 
for Employment Studies 
claims that tucking up in bed 
and avoiding the office may 
not be the best way to deal 
with a bout of illness. 

It challenges the idea that 
Londoners should be 100 per 
cent fit before they go back 
to work and argues that 
clocking in can actually aid 
the recovery process - even 
for those with serious health 
conditions. 

The study assessed re¬ 


search from all over the 
world on the causes and ef¬ 
fects of ‘presenteeism’ - the 
term used when people turn 
up for work even though 
they are ill. 

It acknowledged that there 
was a risk of cross-infection 
when workers struggle on 
despite illness but suggested 
that the positive benefits of 
battling through have been 
overlooked. 

“Of course we don’t want 
people to endanger their 
health further by coming to 
work unnecessarily,” said 
the report’s author, Dr Va¬ 
lerie Garrow. 

“However, our report 


shows very clearly that if 
people with ill health are on 
the journey back to work af¬ 
ter an illness or injury, hav¬ 
ing access to a phased or 
graduated return to work 
where they perform reduced 
duties or work fewer hours 
can benefit both them and 
their employer.” 

The study highlighted that 
people with financial worries 
or fears for their job security 
were among the workers 
most likely to turn up when 
they are ill. 

It also states that ‘presen¬ 
teeism’ can make employees 
less productive and damage 
their mental health. 


In some sectors, clocking 
in can be a bigger burden on 
the employer than staying at 
home. 

But the report also found 
that fighting through a cold 
or seasonal bug can increase 
the chances of making a 
speedy and sustained recov¬ 
ery, reducing the amount of 
time it takes to get back to 
full working order. 

Dr Garrow said managers 
should be encouraged to look 
out for employee’s “best in¬ 
terests” by working with oc¬ 
cupational health and hu¬ 
man resources advisors. 

“They need to feel confi¬ 
dent that they are acting ap¬ 


propriately and giving cor¬ 
rect guidance to their staff,” 
she added. 

Professor Stephen Bevan, 
head of human resources re¬ 
search development at the in¬ 
stitute, challenged employers 
to help people with health 
problems feel more confident 
discussing them with their 
boss. 

He said: “For some condi¬ 
tions a good-quality job and 
a supportive boss can have 
genuinely therapeutic bene¬ 
fits and, for many people, be¬ 
ing away from work for 
weeks can undermine their 
physical and psychological 
health.” 


Seniors enjoy 
5am moment 

CLUBBERS were left stunned 
when an elderly couple turned 
up at a world-famous London 
night club - and danced until 
5am. 

The Polish pair downed a shot 
of tequila and high-fived the DJ 
before hitting the dancefloor 
until daylight. 

They were visiting their 
daughter in Watford and had 
read a good review of trendy 
Fabric nightclub in a Polish paper 
so decided to visit. 

Party-goers at the club in 
Farringdon, central London, were 
gobsmacked when the couple, in 
their late 70s, started walking 
down the staircase into the club. 

Promoter and DJ, Jacob 
Husley, 35, who has worked at 
the club on Sundays for nearly 10 
years, described the couple's 
appearance as "the best thing" 
he had seen in all his time there. 

He said: "Right at the 
beginning of the night I saw 
them slowly making their way 
down the stairs because the 
woman was on crutches - it 
looked like they were lost. 

"They were Polish and couldn't 
speak English, so I walked up and 
asked security if they were OK - 
and was told they had tickets. 

"I ran down to welcome 
them - I was just so astounded 
they were there. I gave them a 
tequila shot each and the 
woman gave me a high five, and 
then they both went on the 
dance floor." 

He said that the man did a lot 
of the dancing, but the woman 
did leave her crutches on one 
side and joined him for a few 
tracks. 

Later during the night, a 
weekly club night called 
WetYourSelf, Jacob found a 
friend who spoke Polish so went 
with him to chat to the couple 
and find out more about them. 

Translating, his friend told him 
that they were visiting their 
daughter who lived in Watford 
and, as they enjoyed discos in 
Poland, decided to come to 
Fabric as they had read a good 
review about it in the paper. 

Faulty dryer 
triggers fire 

LONDON fire chiefs have 
renewed an appeal for action 
against dodgy appliances after a 
tumble dryer burst into flames. 

Beauticians had a lucky escape 
after the machine caught fire 
when fluff from towels came into 
contact with the dryer's heating 
element. 

The a smoke alarm alerted 
staff who managed to contact 
the London Fire Brigade in time. 

The dryer involved is currently 
subject to a product recall, the 
brigade said. 

Two fire engines and ten 
firefighters were called to the 
scene in Harrow, north London, 
to deal with the fire. There were 
no injuries. 

A London Fire Brigade 
spokesperson said:"Thankfully 
the smoke alarm alerted people 
in the shop to this particular fire 
and everyone got out safely. 

"Using a faulty electrical 
appliance like a tumble dryer is 
really dangerous but it's not easy 
to find out whether a product is 
on the recall list. 

"Only 10-20 percent of them 
ever get returned or repaired so 
that means most faulty white 
goods continue being used, 
putting their owners at risk of a 
fire like this one. 

"We are calling on the 
Government to introduce as 
single, publically accessible 
register of recalled products to 
make it easier for consumers to 
check out their kitchen goods." 
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Pub demolition ‘an act of vandalism’

AN historic west London 
pub that survived the Blitz 
was flattened by developers 
as it was being considered 
for listed building status, a 
public inquiry was told. 

The demolition of the Carl¬ 
ton Tavern in Maida Vale- 
was described as an “act of 
vandalism on a beautiful 
building” by “thugs and van¬ 
dals”. 

The building was torn 
down in April last year with¬ 
out planning permission by 
Israeli-based developers 
CLTX Ltd, the inquiry heard. 

The pub, which was the 
only building left standing 
on Carlton Vale after a Nazi 
bombing raid during the Sec¬ 
ond World War, was under 
consideration for listed sta¬ 
tus at the time it was bull¬ 
dozed. 

Following the demolition, 
Westminster City Council 
made an unprecedented legal 
decision to issue an enforce¬ 
ment notice ordering the de¬ 
velopers to rebuild it brick 
by brick. 

The council previously re¬ 
fused permission for CLTX 
Ltd to pull down the 1920s 
tavern to make way for a 
new building with a new pub 
and 10 flats. 

The developer has ap¬ 
pealed against both the plan¬ 
ning decision regarding the 
development of the site and 
the terms of the enforcement 
notice, and no work has 
started to rebuild the pub. 

Both appeals are being 
heard by the Planning In¬ 
spectorate at a public in¬ 
quiry at Westminster City 
Hall. 

At the time of the demoli¬ 
tion Historic England were 
considering recommending 
the pub for Grade II listing, 
as part of a national project 
looking at inter-war public 
houses. 

Representing the council 
Saira Kabir Sheikh QC said: 
“The demolition took place 
without prior notification, 
with all fixtures in situ and 
in full knowledge of Historic 
England’s assessment of the 
pub for listing. 

“It was a flagrant breach 
of planning control and 
building regulations with the 
single aim of frustrating the 
designation of the pub as a 
Grade II Listed Building, 
which Historic England has 
confirmed it would have 



been Very likely to recom¬ 
mend.’ 

“Following the wanton de¬ 
struction which had initially 
taken place, the council 
sought and obtained interim 
and final injunctions from 
the High Court to prevent 
any further destruction and 
the removal of materials 
from the site.” 

The lawyer added: “Nei¬ 
ther must the appellant be 
able to benefit from the con¬ 
sequences of its unlawful ac¬ 
tions in demolishing the 
Carlton Tavern by using this 
as a justification for not re¬ 
building it. 

“In addition to the her¬ 
itage harm caused by the 
demolition, weight must also 
be given to the loss of com¬ 
munity facility, which has 
since been registered as an 
asset of community value.” 

Rupert Warren QC, repre¬ 
senting the developer, told 
the inspectorate the enforce¬ 
ment notice was “dispropor¬ 
tionate” and called for the 


original plans for the site to 
be granted planning permis¬ 
sion. 

He said: “The structure 
when demolished was not 
listed or in a conservation 
area, but the enforcement no¬ 
tice seeks what is described 
as a “facsimile” reconstruc¬ 
tion. 

“The appeal is based on 
the proposition that such an 
exercise would be dispropor¬ 
tionate and unjustified.” 

He added: “Whether the 
building would have been 
listed is now a matter of 
opinion. It is no part of the 
council’s or Historic Eng¬ 
land’s case that any recon¬ 
struction would be listed. 

“The appellant’s evidence 
is that a facsimile would be 
unlikely to be exact, would 
not reproduce the essential 
historic or architectural 
qualities of the unlisted 
building and would be dis¬ 
proportionate to the benefit 
thereby gained.” 

He argued that the devel¬ 
oper’s original scheme, 
which was refused on the 
grounds of affordable hous¬ 
ing contributions, “would 
bring benefits in planning 
terms” and asked the plan¬ 
ning inspectorate to ap¬ 
proved the proposals for the 
site. 

The inquiry also heard 
from Dr Nigel Barker, of His¬ 
toric England, who set out

rooms and four bathrooms. 

At the bottom of the garden 
is a separate one-bedroom 
annex with a kitchen, bathroom 
and large gym. 

Gallagher put the home on 
the market with an asking price 
of £11.5 million, with estate 
agency Knight Frank claiming it 
is on arguably the most 
desirable street in Little Venice. 

Sales of homes above the £2 
million mark have plummeted 
over the past 18 months. 


some of the main reasons why 
the pub was being considered 
for listed status and why the 
building should be rebuilt. 

He said the pub was a 
strong candidate for listing at 
Grade II and its special inter¬ 
est was both “historic and ar¬ 
chitectural.” 

Dr Barker said: “There is 
sufficient evidence to restore 
the main interior spaces for 
example the public bar, the sa¬ 
loon, the luncheon and the tea 
rooms, which illustrate the 
historic interest of the tavern 
as an example of an improved 
public house. 


“The recovery of the archi¬ 
tecture and design of the 
building is therefore achiev¬ 
able. Reinstating the building 
would once again enable peo¬ 
ple to be connected to the 
place, recovering some his¬ 
toric value. And for people 
who use the pub or for whom 
it figures in their collective 
memory it would restore some 
communal value. 

“The rebuilding of the Carl¬ 
ton Tavern to match in facsim¬ 
ile the building as it stood 
prior to its demolition would 
therefore result in meaningful 
heritage restoration.” 


The inspectorate also heard 
from John Simmance, of the 
Friends of the Carlton Tavern, 
who described the developers 
as “thugs and vandals.” 

Describing the demolition, 
he said: “It was an act of van¬ 
dalism on a beautiful build¬ 
ing.” 

He added: “Since I was a 
kid, that pub stood there for 
the local community, and his¬ 
torically it was a beautiful 
pub.” 

Since the pub was demol¬ 
ished it has been listed as an 
Asset of Community Value. 

The hearing continues.

i usto to think SOMEBODY 

SHOULD HELP PROTECT OUR 
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Sound ideas make us resilient to

PEOPLE often fall back on 
their favourite songs during 
a moment of crisis - a sooth¬ 
ing tune or a well-written 
lyric can be the perfect rem¬ 
edy for stress, pain or sad¬ 
ness. 

But a group of singers in 
Westminster believe that mu¬ 
sic can be even more than 
that: a bona fide medical 
treatment for those living 
with long-term mental health 
conditions. 

Composer Sergio Lopez 
Figueroa runs regular ‘Hum¬ 
ming in Harmony’ workshops 
at the Westminster Music Li¬ 
brary in Buckingham Palace 
Road. The sessions are built 
upon a series of vocal exer¬ 
cises designed to train the 
brain to block out extraneous 
sound and focus on the here 
and now. 

A key part of the practice 
is group humming and partic¬ 
ipants are encouraged to 
build delicate vocal har¬ 
monies together. 

Mr Figueroa, 50, says the 
simple process of making mu¬ 
sic can go a long way to heal¬ 
ing the mind - primarily in a 
therapeutic sense but also by 
furnishing our artistic cre¬ 
ativity. He believes humming 
can be used alongside other 
mindfulness techniques to 
conquer stress, anxiety and 
post-traumatic conditions. 

“There are lots of treat¬ 
ments available but there are

none that bring physical and 
mental wellbeing together,” 
he said. 

“I believe that through 
mindfulness exercises and the 
power of singing we can actu¬ 
ally change our bodies physi¬ 
cally. This is not like face-to- 
face group work where people 
discuss their problems. It is 


more about abandoning 
thought and giving way to 
feeling.” 

Mr Figueroa, who lives in 
Pimlico, says the workshops 
have helped people cope with 
everything from basic breath¬ 
ing problems and recurring 
headaches to crippling social 
anxiety disorders and work- 
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related stress. He wants to 
carry out more research into 
ways that music can be har¬ 
nessed to heal the mind, 
warning that mental health 
issues at work are costing 
London’s economy millions 
of pounds every year. 

“We are talking about a 
huge loss to the economy but 
this type of activity might be 
very useful,” he said. 

“It does not matter where 
you are on the scale - a top 
tier chief executive or an en¬ 
try-level employee - every¬ 
one can benefit from this 
type of treatment. 

“The humming gives peo¬ 
ple a sense of place and be¬ 
longing, encouraging them to 
build meaningful relation¬ 
ships in a social environ¬ 
ment. We see people who are 
often withdrawn and quiet 
become more expressive as 
they gain confidence and 
find their voice. 

“This aim of empowering 
people to help themselves - 
rather than telling them 
what to do in a patronising 
tone - is a totally new ap¬ 
proach to mental health.” 

Mr Figueroa was born in 
Gran Canaria before moving 
to Italy and then to the UK 
to study music. 

He runs the free work¬ 
shops in Westminster along¬ 
side his day-to-day role as a 
learning support assistant at 
Lambeth and Southwark Col¬ 
lege, as well as commis¬ 
sioned work as a composer. 

He first became aware of 
the healing power of music 
as he struggled with his own 
physical and mental health 
problems. After being dealt 
a double diagnoses of dia¬ 
betes and a congenital heart 
condition, he developed de¬ 
bilitating stress and anxiety 
issues. Inspired by the music 
of Bach, he turned to sound 
as a means of coping with his 
difficult circumstances. 

He says the vibrations 
caused by constant humming

can be healing in themselves, 
with one lady claiming to 
have been cured of a mi¬ 
graine after just one session. 

But the longer-term bene¬ 
fits are linked to relaxation, 
focusing the mind and 
switching off from the hustle 
and bustle of our busy lives. 

“I love London but it is a 
stressful place to live,” he 
added. “People here are 
working under pressure and 
the living conditions for 
many are horrible. 

“It is a busy and noisy city 

- but this practice is about 
embracing the idea that you 
can hum to the sounds 
around you and not fight 
with the environment.” 

Mr Figueroa says he wants 
to make London the world’s 
first “humming city” by 
rolling out the workshops 
across the capital. His regu¬ 
lar sessions attract groups of 
between eight and 12 people 

- but he currently receives 
no funding support for the 
exercise, despite its mental 
health benefits. 

He now wants to work 
with people who have long¬ 
term health conditions as

well as specific groups, such 
as breastfeeding mothers, to 
discover more about the po¬ 
tential of musical healing. 

“Music is part of every¬ 
one’s life and we invite peo¬ 
ple to bring their own songs 
to the group, songs that have 
made a difference in their 
lives,” he added. 

“Not being heard is a big 
part of the problem for many 
people who live with mental 
health conditions. I want to 
help people connect with 
themselves and their musical 
being because everyone can 
have this experience.”

College makes students’ 
wellbeing a top priority 


The Mental Health Foundation 
has shared some of the 
personal stories of people in 
west London whose lives have 
been challenged by mental 
health problems. 

Marking this year's Mental 
Health Awareness Week, the 
charity is focusing on how 
strong relationships can be 
fundamental to our emotional 
wellbeing. 

Getting along with our 
friends and family, the charity 
says, is as essential to our 
lifestyle as eating healthily and 
taking regular exercise. 

Here, Deena and Luke tell of 
their struggles with depression 
and how they fought to 
overcome their issues. 

Deena 

MY name is Deena. I am 26 
years old and have a border¬ 
line personality disorder and 
have battled with mental 
health problems for 14 years. 

During this journey I have 
been exposed to numerous 
drugs, taking therapies in¬ 
cluding dialectical behaviour 
therapy (DBT) and psy¬ 
chotherapy, and at the hard¬ 
est point been sectioned un¬ 
der the Mental Health Act. 

Despite this rocky road I 
have, to the outside world, 
managed to maintain a ‘nor¬ 
mal’ life. Building a toolbox 
of coping strategies that work 
for me has been crucial. 

I grew up in a loving fam¬ 
ily, with close relationships 
with all my siblings and par¬ 
ents. But from a young age I 
displayed signs of BPD. My 
father worked abroad and the 
separations at the end of hol¬ 
iday visits were extremely 
hard. I would cry from the 
moment I left him, all 
through passport control, se¬ 
curity, duty-free and on the 
plane. 

Relationships at school 
also started to become diffi¬ 
cult. I became withdrawn and 
would go from feeling ex¬ 
tremely low to intensely an¬ 
gry in what seemed like a 
split-second. I could not cope 
with these internal emotions 
and started to self-harm. I 
also experienced suicidal 
thoughts. 

In my second year of uni¬ 
versity things started to 
crumble. Slowly relation¬ 
ships broke down, due to a se¬ 
rious self-harm act in my fi¬ 
nal year. I was devastated 
that my university years had 
ended up being alone and felt 
that the disease had won and 
I had failed. 

During my worst time I 
pushed my friends and family 
away because I thought it 
would be easier to take my 
life if I had no one to live for. 

Fortunately for me, my 
friends and family did fight 
my battles despite endless at¬ 
tempts to self-destruct. It is 
only in the last two years that 
I have started to be open with 
my friends about how BPD af¬ 
fects my everyday life. 

But it hasn’t only been re¬ 
lationships with friends and 
family that have been crucial 
in my recovery. Campaigning 
for good mental health well¬ 
being at work has also al¬ 
lowed me to form close rela¬ 


tionships with colleagues and 
create an environment of 
openness. I know that if I 
have a bad day, I won’t feel 
judged. 

Last week I hosted the 
mental health ball in aid of 
the MHF and over 100 of my 
friends and family attended. 
It was an emotional occasion 
as I realised how much sup¬ 
port is out there for breaking 
the stigma on mental health. 

The moments I share with 
my friends and family, the 
moments of laughter, smiles 
and happy occasions are 
what I treasure. I take photos 
and often look back when I 
feel down. Whilst there will 
always be moments that 
those dark voices creep in 
and I feel hopeless and want 
to give up, I remind myself 
that those relationships, 
those wonderful moments 
with people that are truly re¬ 
markable make the fight all 
worth it.

IN a time where many of us 
get a glimpse into each others 
lives via social media, it may 
be easy to assume that some¬ 
one’s life is extremely happy. 
And it can take many years 
before someone feels able to 
speak openly about depres¬ 
sion and the daily struggles 
that go with it. 

I feel fortunate to have

grown up in a loving family 
with all the essentials needed 
to live a healthy life. But on a 
daily basis the negative de¬ 
structive voices that project 
loudly between my ears are a 
constant. 

As an endurance adven¬ 


turer, my life online and in 
the flesh may look and sound 
perfect to many. But after suf¬ 
fering in silence for nearly a 
decade, it’s only been over the 
past 12 months that I have felt 
the courage and strength to 
speak openly about the 
darker side of my life. 

What has triggered this 
newfound strength? I mainly 
put it down to the constant 
relationships I have had with 
friends and family members 
over the years. The strength 
I have today from these rela¬ 
tionships has enabled me to 
speak openly about what I go 
through. 

One particular friendship 
has been quite unique and 
helped me get through some 
difficult times. 

There were several mo¬ 
ments over the past few years 
when I was having some ex¬ 
tremely dark thoughts, and 
although I never spoke specif¬ 
ically about the battles I was 
having, Darrell was simply 
around to listen and chat 
when I needed him. 

He knew me well, and 
would make me laugh as we 
share a very similar sense of 
humour. But at the same time 
he would know when it 
wasn’t time to joke, and 
would just listen. 

Knowing I had Darrell in 
my corner made me feel like 
I was needed on this planet, 
and although I never opened 
up to him about my ongoing 
battle with depression, hav¬ 
ing someone to simply speak 
with about anything but the 
destructive conversations 
that were constantly going on 
in my head was paramount 
to helping me eventually tell 
him - and others - about 
what I have been experienc¬ 
ing. 

My journey is far from 
over but I would urge anyone 
who is suffering in silence to 
simply meet up and chat with 
a close friend, or another hu¬ 
man being, as having a con¬ 
nection with someone can go 
along way to helping anyone 
feel supported. 


STUDENT life is often portrayed 
as hedonistic and indulgent but 
for many young people it can 
be a time fraught with stress 
and anxiety, writes Jack Dixon. 

Goodenough College - a 
residential home in central 
London for postgraduate 
students - takes the mental 
health of its members seriously. 

The college, which is home to 
700 students and their families, 
held a series of events and 
workshops during Mental 
Health Awareness Week 
designed to help its members 
learn to cope with the stresses 
and strains of coursework 
deadlines. Volunteers on the 
college's members'council also 
helped to set up a new resource 
centre - the Good Health Hub - 
which offers students 
specialised reading material 
targeted at training the brain to 
switch off from study. 

College chaplain Jennie 
Hogan said the support 
network at the college was 
particularly important for the 
hundreds of overseas students 
arriving in London for the first 
time. 


NEARLY half of all adults regret 
not investing more time in the 
relationships that matter to 
them, new research reveals. 

A You Gov survey of over 
2,000 adults commissioned by 
the Mental Health Foundation 
found that people identified 
maintaining healthy 
relationships as more important 
to their wellbeing than eating 
the right food, exercising and 
avoiding negative habits, such 
as smoking. 

However, respondents were 
four times more likely to make a 
New Year's resolution to 
improve their physical health 
than to build relationships with 
their friends and family. 

Women were found to put 
much more emphasis on the 
importance of having close 
friends, while the survey also 
revealed a generational 
difference, with 18 to 34-year- 
olds more likely to recognise 
the value of friendships 
compared to those over 45. 

The Mental Health 
Foundation commissioned the 


"We have students who come 
to stay with us from 
Mozambique, South Africa, 
anywhere in the world, and 
they are thrown straight into a 
stressful course,"she said. 

"Four long years of really hard 
graft under serious pressure can 
take its toll, so we try to 
encourage them to just stop 
working from time to time." 

The college also hosted a de¬ 
stress event during the week, 
offering free ice cream to 
students and providing a forum 
for them to share their feelings 
about mental health and how it 
impacts on themselves. 

Valeria Vallotto, who is 
co-chair of the members' 
council's community welfare 
committee, explained:"When 
you are studying intensively for 
a PHD it can be really hard to 
divorce yourself from all the 
work, and admitting that you 
have a mental health problem 
and need support is still 
surrounded by stigma in certain 
cultures." 

She added: "But having that 
support network here at the 
college is a great help." 


survey after conducting an 
extensive review of global 
evidence, which 
overwhelmingly pointed to 
good-quality relationships 
being key in helping people to 
live longer and happier lives. 

Jenny Edwards CBE, the 
charity's chief executive, said: 
"It's time to recognise the 
global body of evidence which 
tells us that people who are 
more socially connected to 
family, friends or their 
community are happier, 
physically healthier and living 
longer, with fewer mental 
health problems. 

"Relationships require 
reflection, time, courage and 
grace. Modern life often 
reduces the space to do this. 

"Too many of us cut back on 
our time with people we care 
about under stress - be it 
exams, work commitments or 
financial pressures. We need to 
give ourselves permission to 
spend more of our time on the 
friendships and relationships 
that are core to our wellbeing."

Invest in relationships 
that fuel happier lives 
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Get me to the bridge on time! New 
crossing may be top wedding spot

AS work is to start soon on 
building the Garden Bridge, 
the first pictures of the struc¬ 
ture in bloom have been re¬ 
leased - as hopes rise that 
the glorious river crossing 
could become London’s No 1 
wedding spot. 

Following the decision by 
new Mayor Sadiq Khan last 
week to give the £175 million 
bridge the final go-ahead, or¬ 
ganisers have revealed im¬ 
ages of how the oasis of 
beauty in the middle of the 
Thames will enchant the cap¬ 
ital. 

The Garden Bridge, which 
will be covered with 2,500 
square metres of planted 
green space, will link Lon¬ 
don’s creative South Bank to 
Temple tube station and be¬ 
yond into the heart of Co vent 
Garden. 

Construction is due to be¬ 
gin this year, with the bridge 
being opened to the public in 
2018 - probably with Lon¬ 
don’s most famous garden 
enthusiast, The Queen, per¬ 
forming the ceremony. 

The Queen is a huge fan of 
roses and organisers say 
highly-scented rose bushes 
will bloom on the bridge. 

Visitors will be able to me¬ 
ander across or stop, sit and 
take in brand new views of 
London - and will be able to 
picnic there. 

Organisers have an¬ 
nounced that contrary to ru¬ 
mours, picnicking on the 
bridge will be welcome. 

There will be 270 trees, 
2,000 shrubs, hedging plants 
and climbers, over 22,000 
perennials, ferns and grasses 
and 64,000 bulbs. 

Award-winning landscape 
designer Dan Pearson has 
created five distinct land¬ 
scape areas for the Garden 
Bridge, taking inspiration 
from plant cultivation in 
London over the centuries. 
They include the wild marsh¬ 
lands on the South Bank, 
through to the ornamental 
gardens of the North Bank 
and are designed to respond 
to the climate along the 
length of the Bridge. 

Dan Pearson said: “I am 
thrilled to be bringing Great 
Britain’s passion for gar¬ 
dens, gardening and horti¬ 
culture to life on the Garden 
Bridge, using London’s 
unique horticultural story to 
help inspire the design. 

“There are so many excep¬ 
tional moments from gar¬ 
dens past and living green 
spaces around us today and 
the Garden Bridge will com¬ 
plement and continue this 
rich history of horticultural 
excellence in London. 

“Whatever the season, the 
planting will provide year 
round colour and interest 
with spring blossom and 
flowering bulbs, high sum¬ 
mer flowers, autumn colour 
and winter interest from 
evergreens, scented shrubs 
and bulbs. 

“An abundance of nectar-

rich flower, berries and fruit 
will also create somewhere 
attractive to wildlife and the 
planting will also enhance 
and frame beautiful new 
views up and down the 
river.” 

The five landscape areas 
start with the South Bank 
which will include species 
once common on Lambeth 
Marsh and central London. 
Next, the South Glade will be 
woodland featuring plants 
known for spring blossom 
and autumn fruit. 

The Scarp will be the cen¬ 
tral span and most challeng¬ 
ing part of the Bridge, de¬ 
signed to create an 
environment similar to a 
cliff top landscape. The 
North Glade will be a second 
woodland area which takes 
inspiration from the parks 
and gardens of old London, 
with clipped plants to create 
defined forms. 

The final North Bank land¬ 
scape will echo nearby Tem¬ 
ple Gardens with scented 
late winter and early spring 


flowering shrubs. 

The Garden Bridge will be 
open 365 days a year from 6.0 
am until midnight, apart 
from just several days when 
it will close early in the 
evenings for fund-raising 
events. Organisers had 
planned to close it for func¬ 
tions for 12 days a year, but 
new Mayor Khan says he 
wants fewer closures. 

The bridge will be entirely 
free to cross - with no tolls - 
cyclists who push their bikes 
across can use it and will fea¬ 
ture lifts for disabled access 
to the peaceful green plat¬ 
form. Some 3,380 people per 
hour are expected to cross 
the bridge - which is ex¬ 
pected to become the must- 
have location for brides look¬ 
ing for a spectacular place to 
be married. 

A spokesman said “this 
will be a bridge for every¬ 
one” and confirmed that ap¬ 
plying for a special licence 
enabling the bridge to be¬ 
come a wedding venue will 
be “one of the options” that 


the bridge team is now to ex¬ 
plore. 

The Mayor described the 
Garden Bridge as a project 
that could rival New York’s 
High Line, a public park that 
was built on a disused rail¬ 



Sadiq Khan said the Garden Bridge could rival New York's High Line 


way line thirty feet above 
street level in Manhattan, 
but warned that the Bridge 
“must be a genuinely public 
and open space for all Lon¬ 
doners, rather than a closed 
and private space”. 

The Mayor has insisted 
the Garden Bridge Trust 
make a series of amend¬ 
ments to its plans to make 
the Garden Bridge more ac¬ 
cessible, in exchange for his 
continued support for the 
project. His demands in¬ 
clude: 

■ The Bridge to be closed for 
fewer days each year for pri¬ 
vate fundraising events - the 
current plans are for 12 clo¬ 
sures a year. 

■ The Bridge to be closed for 
fewer hours each time it has 
to close for fundraising 
events, so that the Bridge can 
still be used in the morning 
and evenings - the current 
plans are for it to be closed 
from midnight to midnight 

■ A guarantee that children 
at local schools on either side 
of the river will get to visit 
the Garden Bridge and be in¬ 
volved in planting and main¬ 
tenance - with a rolling pro¬ 
gramme of events for local 
school children. 

■ The Garden Bridge Trust 
to build a strong working re¬ 
lationship with all of Lon¬ 
don’s parks, so that seeds 
and plants grown on the Gar¬ 
den Bridge can then be re¬ 
planted in parks across the 
capital - ensuring it has a 
positive benefit for all Lon¬ 
doners. 

The Mayor criticised the 
previous City Hall adminis¬ 
tration, saying “the early 
days of this project clearly 
fell short of our expectations 
on transparency”, and 
pledged to “let the sunshine 
in” as he published the pre¬ 
viously undisclosed full busi¬ 
ness plan for the Garden 
Bridge alongside a list of the 
funders of the Bridge. 

Mayor Khan, said: “The 
Garden Bridge could rival 
New York’s High Line. But it 
must be a genuinely public 
and open space for all Lon¬ 
doners, rather than a closed 
and private space. 

“I expect the Garden 
Bridge Trust to ensure that 
the Bridge be closed fewer 
days each year for private 
fundraising events and fewer 
hours when they do. I also 
want a guarantee that an on¬ 
going programme of visits 
will be laid on for local 
school children. 

“The Trust must also look 
to build a strong working re¬ 
lationship with parks from 
all over our city, so that 
seeds and plants grown on 
the Garden Bridge can then 
be replanted in parks across 
the capital - ensuring it has 
a positive benefit for all Lon¬ 
doners. The early days of this 
project clearly fell short of 
our expectations on trans¬ 
parency. I am determined to 
run the most open and trans¬ 
parent administration Lon¬ 
don has ever seen and I will 
let the sunshine in on it.”

Breakthrough 
for depression 

A HALLUCINOGENIC compound 
derived from magic mushrooms 
could be used in the treatment 
of depression, according to 
research conducted in London. 

The small feasability study, 
involving people with treatment- 
resistant depression, found that 
psilocybin was safe and well- 
tolerated. And, when given 
alongside supportive therapy, 
the compound helped reduce 
symptoms of depression in 
about half of the participants 
three months after treatment. 

The research team, whose 
findings were published in The 
Lancet Psychiatry, warned that 
strong conclusions cannot be 
made about the therapeutic 
benefits of psilocybin. 

But they said the findings 
show that more research in the 
field is now needed. 

Study lead author Dr Robin 
Carhart-Harris, of Imperial 
College London, said: "This is the 
first time that psilocybin has 
been investigated as a potential 
treatment for major depression. 

"Treatment-resistant 
depression is common, disabling 
and extremely difficult to treat. 

"New treatments are urgently 
needed, and our study shows 
that psilocybin is a promising 
area of future research. 

"The results are encouraging 
and we now need larger trials to 
understand whether the effects 
we saw in this study translate 
into long-term benefits." 

Cancer risk 

CANCER deaths could be almost 
halved if Britons ate more fruit 
and vegetables, exercised more 
and cut down on booze, 
according to new research. 

The country's second biggest 
killer-behind heart disease - can 
be prevented simply by lifestyle 
changes, which also includes not 
smoking and maintaining a 
healthy weight. 

A study of about 136,000 
people found up to 40 percent of 
cases may be prevented if the 
public stuck to the advice. 

Factors in the world around us, 
from diet, to sunlight, cigarettes 
and disease, play a far bigger 
role in fuelling the disease than 
dodgy DNA, it said. 
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New look at upgraded Grenfell Tower

COUNCIL chiefs have praised 
North Kensington’s “remark¬ 
able” new-look Grenfell 
Tower, which has been trans¬ 
formed with a £10 million re¬ 
furbishment. 

Funded by the Kensington 
and Chelsea Council as part 
of a wider £67 million invest¬ 
ment of the area, the improve¬ 
ments include the installation 
of insulated exterior cladding, 
new double-glazed windows 
and a new communal heating 
system. 

“All of this will greatly en¬ 
hance the energy efficiency of 
the tower and help reduce res¬ 
idents’ living costs. There will 
also be an impressive new 
foyer,” said a council spokes¬ 
woman. 

“Nine much-needed new 
homes were also developed 
from unused spaces in the 
building which is managed by 
Kensington & Chelsea Tenant 
Management Organisation 
(KCTMO). 

There are also new facili¬ 
ties at the Dale Youth Ama¬ 
teur Boxing Club and Grenfell 
Under 3s Nursery. These, 
along with the new Kensing¬ 
ton Aldridge Academy and 
the Kensington Leisure Cen¬ 
tre, with its cafe, have helped 
to transform the neighbour¬ 
hood.

“The two-year project, 
which was designed and de¬ 
livered by KCTMO in partner¬ 
ship with Rydon Construc¬ 
tion, was a complex one as it 
took place with all 120 flats oc¬ 
cupied throughout,” said the 
spokeswoman. 

“The logistics had to be 
carefully managed to min¬ 
imise disruption. Essential to 
the progress of the project 
was close consultation with 
residents, ensuring that ac¬ 
cess to their homes was pos¬ 
sible at all stages. Residents 
were kept informed through 
regular newsletters and meet¬ 
ings.” 

Council Leader Nick Paget- 
Brown said: “It is remarkable 
to see first-hand how the 
cladding has lifted the exter¬ 
nal appearance of the tower 
and how the improvements 
inside people’s homes will 
make a big difference to their 
day-to-day lives. 

“As well as this invest¬ 
ment, in a relatively short 
space of time Grenfell Tower 
residents have benefited from 
a new academy and leisure 
centre which represents our 
ongoing commitment to 
North Kensington.” 

Robert Black, KCTMO’s 
chief executive, added: “We’re 
delighted to have worked in 
partnership with the council 
to deliver this major regener¬ 
ation of the tower. This has 


improved the homes overall 
and residents now have the 
benefit of living in energy-ef¬ 
ficient homes, in a vastly im¬ 
proved environment. 

“I am especially pleased 
with the nine new homes, 
which cost £878,000 to deliver, 
and add much-needed family 
homes for the Royal Borough. 
The whole project was done 
within budget too.” 

Grenfell Tower is a promi¬ 
nent 129 apartment tower 
block on the Lancaster West 
Estate in North Kensington 
and was built in 1974. It is next 
to the Kensington Aldridge 
Academy and the Kensington 
Leisure Centre. 

Work on the £28m academy 
began in December 2012 and 
has created a striking new 
academy serving the local 
community, with all of the 
students living less than a 
mile away. The site was gifted 
by the council, which also 
contributed £10.4m towards 
the construction costs. 

Nearby stands Kensington 
Leisure Centre which is the 
result of a £29.4m cash injec¬ 
tion from the council. These 
two projects represent a 
£57.4m investment in the area 
and are part of the council’s 
ongoing commitment to re¬ 
generating the north of the 
borough.

A TALENT artist has created 
a stunning mural of the 
Leicester City team to honour 
the Premier League champi¬ 
ons. 

Richard Wilson, 42, has 
spent six hours a day for the 
past three weeks painting the 
12ft (3.6m) tall masterpiece on 
a wall in the city - and he isn’t 
even a Foxes supporter. 

The QPR fan, from Wemb¬ 
ley, north London, took time 
off from his job as a van 
driver to work on the impres¬ 
sive mural on Glenfield Road 
behind an electrical store. 

It depicts Claudio Ranieri, 
Kasper Schmeichel, Riyad 
Mahrez and Wes Morgan but 
Richard plans to immortalise 
the entire title-winning team 
on the 164ft (50m) wall. 

His artwork has attracted 
hundreds of Leicester sup¬ 
porters who take photographs 
at the site on a daily basis - 
and even The Tinkerman 
himself has posed for a snap. 

Richard said he decided to 
travel over 100 miles to under¬ 
take his project after Leices¬ 
ter beat Swansea 4-0 to inch 
closer to their 5,000-1 champi¬ 
onship win.

LONDON has played host to 
the world’s first dementia- 
friendly cricket match, as part 
of a drive to improve sports 
fans’ understanding of the ill¬ 
ness. 

Bosses at Surrey County 
Cricket Club installed a quiet 
entrance for people with de¬ 
mentia and gave stewards spe¬ 
cial training ahead of the 
County Championship match 
against Middlesex last week. 

The four-day game, held at 
the Kia Oval in south London, 
was hailed as a shining example 
to the rest of the sporting world 
about confronting mental health 
issues. 

People with dementia and 
their families and carers were 
allowed into the ground for 
free, while extra signage was 
put up to guide those with spe¬ 
cial requirements. Volunteers 
and stewards were also given 
dementia-awareness training 
ahead of the match as the club 
teamed up with the Alzheimer’s 
Society to mark Dementia 
Awareness Week. 

Jon Surtees, the club’s com¬ 
munications manager, said: 
“The London derby between 
Surrey and Middlesex is one of 


the biggest days of the year and 
we hope that being able to pro¬ 
vide a dedicated, secure and 
welcoming environment has en¬ 
abled families living with this 
disease to bring their loved ones 
and enjoy a day at the cricket.” 

Scientific research suggests 
that people living with dementia 
can trigger memories by visit¬ 
ing places where they have pre¬ 
viously enjoyed happy times. 

Mr Surtees said the club 
hoped to make a “positive dif¬ 
ference” to people’s lives by 
making the ground more acces¬ 
sible for those with severe 
memory loss. 

The Alzheimer’s Society is 
campaigning to raise awareness 
of the condition and encourage 
Londoners to understand the 
impacts of dementia. It warns 


that there are around 72,000 
people living with the disease 
in London - and more than 
225,000 nationwide. 

Tim McLachlan, the charity’s 
operations director for London, 
said: “We want to focus on 
tackling the myths and misun¬ 
derstandings about dementia 
because life doesn’t end when 
dementia begins. 

“Confronting the condition 
sooner rather than later in¬ 
creases your chances of getting 
the right treatment, support and 
advice. I would like to thank 
Surrey County Cricket Club for 
embracing Dementia Aware¬ 
ness Week by creating a demen¬ 
tia-friendly environment where 
people with the condition can 
relax and enjoy a day out at the 
cricket.”

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A FTER the songs, image is all 
in rock and roll. Aside from 
Brian Epstein - who put The 
Beatles in suits so that they could 
appeal to a straighter, but larger, 
fan base than those who liked their 
biker jacket look, in order that 
they could sell more records - 
nobody understood the importance 
of a strong image better than David 
Bowie. 

From Ziggy Stardust through 
Aladdin Sane to the Thin White 
Duke and the rest of his character- 
led career, Bowie artistically and 
artfully created a series of looks 
that his fans could emulate and 
thus advertise their hero. 

Just as Epstein’s marketing of 
The Beatles’ haircuts drove 
otherwise-respectable businessmen 
to walk down Regent Street in mop- 
top wigs, so Bowie’s characters 
drove millions of young men to 
borrow their mother’s eye-shadow 
in order to lope about the King’s 
Road looking like drag acts. 

It was an easy look to copy and 
of course it paid off handsomely in 
record sales and concert tickets. As 
Bowie admitted, he deliberately 
fashioned his image to be 
replicated. 

“I wasn’t at all surprised that 
Ziggy Stardust made my career. I 
packaged a totally-credible plastic 
rock star - much better than any 
sort of Monkees fabrication. My 
plastic rocker was much more 
plastic than anybody’s,” he once 
said. 

But although you can 
employ all of the PRs and 
marketing men on God’s 
earth to push that image, the 
most important in the 
making of it is the rock 
photographer. 

Now three of the finest 
photographers who captured 
Bowie in his many characters - 
Chalkie Davies, Tony McGee and 
Denis O’Regan - are to come 
together to reveal a unique 
collection of images from their 
private archives for a new 
exhibition opening in the West End 
next month. 

The exhibition, David Bowie: 
Fame, Fashion, Photography, will 
run June 7 to 9 at The Hub in 
Heddon Street, opposite the famous 
Ziggy Stardust plaque, which was 
erected to mark the spot where 
Bowie posed for the cover of his 


seminal album 
The Rise And Fall Of Ziggy 
Stardust And The Spiders From 
Mars. 

The exhibition is the result of a 
five-month labour of love by PR 
and marketing ace Susie Howard, 
who was responsible for the plaque 
going up in Heddon Street in 2012.

Clearly all of the rock god acts 
will be competing hard to win the 
crown as the best act in the 
unprecedented show, but who will 
win the award for the best 
backstage bar - because most of the 
bands have their own-name tipple. 

The Who’s frontman Roger 
Daltrey has announced plans to 
launch a limited edition 
champagne to mark the band’s 50th 
anniversary. 

The bubbly entitled Champagne 
Cuvee Roger Daltrey, will be 
available to buy soon for £95 a pop, 


with a percentage of the proceeds 
going to Teen Cancer America, 
which was founded by the band.

The Champagne is produced by 
Charles Orban Champagne, a 
family vineyard in the village of 
Troissy, situated on the left bank of 
the Marne.

Denis O’Regan first 
photographed Bowie at the 
Hammersmith Odeon in 1973 and 
then became his personal 
photographer on the 1983 Serious 
Moonlight tour and went around 
the world with him again on the 
1987 Glass Spider tour. 

“There were ups and downs on 
the road but David was a true 
English gentleman,” said Denis. 

“I once upset him in Japan and 
he told me, ‘get out of my sight’. 

But a few days later he arranged a 
picnic in a national park for us and 
he drove me there himself. David 
was a kind, talented man who 
changed my life long before I ever 
met him.” 

The free-entry exhibition next 
month is supported by Regent 
Street and it aims to raise 
thousands of pounds for Cancer 
Research UK through a silent 
auction of framed images of Bowie 
which are signed by the 
photographers. Bidding for the 
iconic images will open on June 6 
and will close at the end of the 
exhibition.

Cohen returns 
to fray with 
fresh impetus

THOMAS Cohen's artistic rebirth has 
been a test of personal character as 
much as creative endeavour. 

The south east London singer was 
thrust into mourning after the shock 
death of Peaches Geldof, his former 
wife and the mother of his two 
children, in April 2014. 

The couple's growing celebrity 
status coincided with the rapid rise 
and sudden disintegration of 
Cohen's previous band, art-rock 
shoegazers S.C.U.M, who were 
hailed as the next big thing in 2011 
before splitting barely a year after 
the release of their debut album. 

It appears, however, that the 
singer has emerged from the two- 
year grief cycle in a reflective and 
surprisingly chipper mood. 

Cohen's first forays as a solo artist 
are impressively mature - his fragile, 
aching vocals steering stripped back 
compositions that ape Nick Cave & 
the Bad Seeds and the more sombre 
Suede numbers. 

Brett Anderson, front man of the 
90s Brit-Poppers, is a clear influence. 



Cohen's warbling, nasal falsetto is 
remarkably reminiscent on 
shimmering new tracks'Ain't Gonna 
Be No Rain' and 'Mother Mary'. 

'Country Home'and'New 
Morning Comes'echo the sadness 
of his traumatic personal life, while 
'Bloom Forever' - his daughter's 
middle names - drifts along with a 
melancholic sincerity. 

Cohen, dressed in flamboyant 
glam pop garb, is a polished 
performer too. Dropping his guitar 
for the two closing numbers, he 
dances across the tiny Rough Trade 
stage channelling a Bowie-esque 
androgyny. 

The London singer's spirited 
renaissance is testament to his 
personal growth since Geldof's 
death. His songwriting is snappier 
and more defined than with 
S.C.U.M, and the piercing honesty 
cuts through like a hot knife. 

On this performance, Cohen 
could yet have a big role to play 
among the capital's pop glitterati.

you could do this a bit 
more like Iggy Pop?

AS the row between China 
and the UK continues to rum¬ 
ble into grumbles over who is 
the “rudest” and least cul¬ 
tured - all The Queen’s men 
or all of President Xi’s - now 
Her Majesty is set to get a 
visit from a party of 7,000 Chi¬ 
nese who want to look around 
her house. 

Relations between the two 
powers took a bit of a dent 
when the proclaimed “Golden 
Age” was made to look to be a 
bit of an age of Fools’ Gold fol¬ 
lowing Her Majesty’s remark 
that some of Xi’s staff were 
“very rude to the ambassa¬ 
dor”, namely Barbara Wood¬ 
ward, Britain’s first female 
ambassador to China.

D’Orsi - the cop in charge of 
security for Xi’s state visit - 
was some sort of set-up, an of¬ 
ficial Chinese newspaper re¬ 
sponded by blaming the 
British Press for whipping up 
the diplomatic storm. 

In a wonderful display of 
not mixing its words, The 
Global Times, published by 
the ruling Communist Party’s 
official People’s Daily, let rip 
at oiks like me, saying “The 
disrespectful gossipers in the 
media there, narcissistic and 
baring their fangs, seemingly 
retain vestiges of the inele¬ 
gance of barbarians.”

It added: “However, we be¬ 
lieve that with constant con¬ 
tact with the 5,000-year-old 
civilisation of the East China 
they will make progress.” 

The Global Times also said 
that it was inconceivable 
that British officials had in¬ 
tentionally leaked the video 
because such a move would 
be “truly boorish and rude”. 

Putting my fangs in their 
glass by the bed, it must be 
said that the Chinese do have 
a point as the whole se¬ 
quence of the controversial 
video does have the look of 
possibly being a setpiece.

So that whole “we had 
no idea” line seems to ring a 
bit thin.

ment of Commander D’Orsi 
than to comment that it was 
“extraordinary”, a polite re¬ 
mark which is hardly up 
there with “you should have 
hit them with a brick, luv” - 
is not anything to go to war 
about. 

But history has a part in 
this and it should not be 
overlooked. For it was not 
that very long ago, during 
the reign of Her Majesty’s 
great-great-grandmother in 
fact, when the British forced 
upon China one of the great¬ 
est outrages ever perpetu¬ 
ated under the guise of a 
trade agreement, namely The 
Opium Wars. 

In essence, the Opium 
Wars came down to this: 


Britain wanted to trade with 
China in the 19th century. 
China said “no thanks”. 
Britain said, “we don’t just 
want to trade with you, we 
want to sell you opium which 
we’re making our colonists 
grow in India”. 

China said, “are you mad? 
We don’t want to become a 
land of junkies, do you take 
opium in Britain?” 

Britain said, “of course 
not, but we demand that you 
do, because you’re ‘only’ Chi¬ 
nese, you’ll love it”. 

“Bog off,” said the Chi¬ 
nese, “opium will destroy our 
society.” 

“We don’t care,” said the 
Brits, “and what’s more, if 
you don’t start taking our 
opium in return for your tea 
and silver, we will send our 
gunboats in and blow you to 
pieces”. 

Which is pretty much 
what happened. 

So to put it into historical 
context, the Chinese reaction 
to getting a little bad- 
mouthed by the Brits is a bit 
as ours would be [and occa¬ 
sionally is] when the Ger¬ 
mans start bossing us about 
and we rapidly melt down 
into becoming Alf Garnett, 
with all of that “who won the 
war?” lark. 

However, all’s well that 
ends well and now the 
bruised relations between 
China and the UK are about 
to be salved through the in¬ 
tervention of a Chinese bil¬ 
lionaire who is a huge fan of 
The Queen and wants to 
bring thousands of his staff 
to Buckingham Palace. 

Mr Li Jinyuan is the boss 
of Tiens, a multinational con¬ 
glomerate, mainly operating 
in biotechnology, logistics, fi¬ 
nance, property, interna¬ 
tional trade, retail, e-busi¬ 
ness, education and tourism, 
based in the Chinese port 
city of Tianjin. 

Mr Li likes to reward his 
hard-working staff with reg¬ 
ular trips aboard. This 
month he spent £5.5 million 
taking a party of blue-uni¬ 
formed 2,500 staff on a five- 
day, all-expenses-paid visit to 
Spain. 

Now he has told The Times 

- the London Thunderer, not 
the Chinese one interested in 
dentistry - that for his next 
trip he hopes “to bring 7,000 
workers to the UK, turning 
Buckingham Palace and the 
Tower of London into a blur 
of blue”. 

Mr Li said: “We are plan¬ 
ning a trip to Britain in the 
next two years. The UK is the 
most important country in 
Europe. It is the mother 
country for culture”. 

Although Mr Li’s claim 
contradicts the Chinese me¬ 
dia’s assertion that China’s 
claim to the culture crown is 
somewhat more long-stand¬ 
ing, the trip is bound to pro¬ 
vide a huge boost for London 
hotels, restaurants and shops 

- including Buckingham 
Palace’s own gift shop, where 
sale items like a stick of lip 
balm in the shape of a uni¬ 
formed policeman (£5.95) will 
doubtless settle the argument 
of who is the most cultured. 
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Will a royal runner go the extra 
mile in London Marathon 2017? 


HOPES are rising that next 
year’s London Marathon 
could star at least one royal 
runner, writes Geoff Baker. 

The official charity for the 
2017 Virgin Money London 
Marathon has been named as 
Heads Together, a campaign 
set up by the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge and 
Prince Harry. 

The excellent campaign, de¬ 
signed to raise much-needed 
awareness and funds for men¬ 
tal health charities and their 
vital work, is a partnership 
between inspiring charities 
with decades of experience in 
tackling stigma, raising 
awareness, and providing vi¬ 
tal help for people with mental 
health challenges. 

Heads Together aims to 
raise awareness of mental 
wellbeing and help tackle the 
stigma that prevents people 
from talking about issues or 
getting help. Charity runners 
who choose to support the 
Heads Together campaign 
as part of the 2017 Virgin 
Money London Marathon 
will be raising vital funds 
for: Best Beginnings; CALM; 
Contact (military mental 
health roundtable); Place2Be; 
The Mix; YoungMinds; and lo¬ 
cal branches of Mind. 

Now there is growing hope 
that at least one of the young 
royals will put their feet 
where their hearts are 
and enter for the 


marathon, the rigors of which 
may not be beyond the likes 
of super-fit Prince Harry. 

Clearly, nothing would 
draw more attention to the ad¬ 
mirable aims of Heads To¬ 
gether, nor would raise more 
money for it on one of those 
Just Giving sites, than if 
Harry or William were to run 
in the marathon. 

Whilst not wanting to teach 
the keener PR minds of Kens¬ 
ington Palace how to suck 
eggs, if the three royal patrons 
of Heads Together were to put 
their legs together and enter 
as some sort of relay team, 
each taking on 8.73 miles of 
the 26.2-mile race, it would 
cause a media sensation that 
would attract massive cover¬ 
age all over the UK and 
around the world. 

Sadly, massive media cov¬ 




erage and a seismic shift in 
public awareness is what the 
aims of Heads Together very 
much needs, for the problem 
of mental health in London 
and across the UK is one of 
the nation’s gravest crises, as 
the statistics alone testify: 

Ten per cent of London chil¬ 
dren and young people aged 
five to 16 suffer a diagnosable 
mental health disorder - 
that’s three in every school 
class - 1 in 12 children and 
young people self-harm, over 
the last 10 years there has 
been a 63 per cent rise in hos¬ 
pital admissions for children 
self-harming, 79 per cent of 
children in care have behav¬ 
ioural or emotional problems, 
95 per cent of imprisoned 
young offenders have at least 
one mental health disorder, 20 
per cent of adolescents expe¬ 
rience a mental health prob¬ 
lem in any one year, the cost 
of treating mental health in 
the UK and the loss of produc¬ 
tivity because of it is esti¬ 
mated to be between £70 bil¬ 
lion and £100 billion and every 
year hundreds of children 
commit suicide because of 
their despair brought about 
by mental ill health. 

There is much to be done 
and to be run for.

Landmark 
victory for 
Fab Four

THE Beatles have beaten the 
Royal Family in a new chart 
which reveals which “home” 
foreign tourists most want to 
visit. 

The Fab Four’s old stamp¬ 
ing ground, The Cavern Club 
in Liverpool, has come out on 
top of Buckingham Palace in 
a survey of the greatest 
British landmarks. 

The Trip Advisor’s top 10 
list of the Travellers’ Choice 
Awards for UK Landmarks, 
places the Palace at No 10 - 
with the Cavern at No 9. 

Between July 1961 and Au¬ 
gust 1963, The Beatles made 
292 appearances at the Cav¬ 
ern, putting the former jazz 
dive on the map as the birth¬ 
place of rock and roll and es¬ 
tablishing it as the most 
famous club in all the world. 

Although no Beatle has 


performed in the Scouse cel¬ 
lar since Paul McCartney 
played there in 1999, the club 
has become a shrine for visi¬ 
tors from all over the world 
and more than 800,000 fans 
each year eagerly trek down 
the stairs just so they can be 
in the room “where it all 
began”. 

Buckingham Palace has 
been the official home of the 
British monarch since 1837, 
when Queen Victoria came to 
the throne. 

Each year it draws an esti¬ 
mated 15 million visitors to 
its gates to admire the Chang¬ 
ing of the Guard and, when 
open to the public during The 
Queen’s summer holidays in 
August and September, it at¬ 
tracts more than 400,000 in¬ 
side to view the State Rooms. 

Among the visitors to the 
Palace over the years were 
The Beatles themselves, 
when they were awarded 



their MBEs in 1965 and dur¬ 
ing which visit they all 
shared a cigarette in the 
royal toilets to calm their 
nerves - and not a cannabis 
joint as was later rumoured. 

Understandably, the Cav¬ 
ern’s directors are cock-a- 
hoop at beating the Palace in 
the visitors’ poll. 

“We’re delighted and ex¬ 
cited to be named in the UK’s 
Top Ten Landmarks for 2016. 
Those four lads from Liver¬ 
pool really didn’t understand 
what their legacy would be,” 
said Bill Heckle, who co-owns 
The Cavern Club with fellow 
Scouser Dave Jones. 

“The Cavern has seen a 
record number of visitors in 
2015, with 800,000 people from 
all over the world who made 
their way down the winding 
steps of our world famous 
club to discover and experi¬ 
ence the powerful sound that 
was and still is The Cavern 
Club. 

“The ethos of the Club has

always been Then, Now and 
The Future’ and we look for¬ 
ward to celebrating The Cav¬ 
ern’s 60th birthday in 
January 2017.

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T HE classic tale of Holly 
Golightly is being given a 
new lease of life as 
Breakfast at Tiffany's becomes a 
play writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Written by Truman Capote and 
so memorably portrayed by 
Audrey Hepburn in the iconic 1961 
film, the play will take up 
residence at the Theatre Royal 
Haymarket next month, following 
a nationwide tour. The fantastic 
story, set in 1940's New York is told 
through eyes of a young writer, 
played by Downton Abbey's Matt 
Barber, who talked to me about the 
production. 

Adapted by Pulitzer Prize 
finalist and Tony and Olivier 
Award-winning playwright 
Richard Greenberg and directed by 
Nikolai Foster, the play is based on 
the original 1958 book by Truman 
Capote rather than the famous film 
adaptation and Matt said it has a 
much grittier and less romantic 
soft focus to the plot. 

"Truman Capote wasn't a fan of 
the film," Matt said. "It's a different 
story essentially. The film's great 
but it's a very, very different type 
of thing. It does truly feel like the 
character I play is the voice of 
Truman Capote and it feels like the 
younger him is struggling to come 
to terms with the world he's in and 
the hand he's been dealt because 
homosexuality was illegal at that 
point." 

Matt trained at Bristol Old Vic 
after graduating from Durham 
University with a BA in Classics 
and Philosophy. He has worked 
extensively across the industry 
and is probably best known for his 
role as Atticus Aldridge in the last 
two seasons of the multi-award- 
winning ITV series, Downton 
Abbey. Matt's character is the 
narrator of Breakfast at Tiffany’s 
but is never officially given a 
name, although the vivacious 
Holly dubs him Fred. At the 
beginning of the play, we see a 
more mature 'Fred' reminiscing 
about his past. 

Matt said: "The older version of 
him is looking back on the story 


with irony and a little bit of 
amusement. He has quite a lot of 
self deprecation and then a 
massive dose of nostalgia, because 
of this wonderful woman he met." 

Th relationship between Fred 
and Holly is the stuff of pop culture 
legend, with the narrator 
fascinated by the socialite's 
curious lifestyle which involves 
escorting wealthy men. Truman 
Capote was always adamant she 
was not a prostitute but instead 
dubbed her an "American geisha". 

The two are tenants in an 
apartment building in Manhattan 
when they meet. It is 1943 and so 
the world is at war. 

Matt said: "It's basically about 
two people who are at a time in the 
world when massive, massive 


changes are going on and it's about 
those two people trying to find 
their place in it and not just 
necessarily conform to what 
everyone else does and is expected 
to do." 

The play also stars the multi 
award-winning Pixie Lott as Holly 
Golightly and features opulent 
costumes and luxurious sets, as is 
befitting to the era. 

Matt describes one particular 
section, which perfectly depicts the 
lavishness of Holly's lifestyle. 

"There's a party scene where 
Holly wears a long gold ballgown 
and it's just amazing. Its dripping 
with diamonds and really, really 
beautiful." 

The production features 


memorable songs from the era, but 
is not, as some have been led to 
believe, a musical. Instead the 
stunning and stylish play aims to 
capture the essence of the era and 
the complicated lives which the 
characters shared. 

"I think people are expecting to 
see the film and some people are 
expecting to see a musical because 
of Pixie's name attached to it," said 
Matt. 

"If people are open to having 
their expectations challenged, then 
it's great and we've had wonderful 
responses from our audiences.”

to a festival is just another level - 
we have lots of really intimate 
events where people can really get 
up close to authors and their 
books.”

“All of them, that’s the delight of 
helping to arrange a book festival.”

Robinson with her Tim Peake- 
inspired adventure, Goodnight 
Spaceman.

Omelette souffle 
with raspberries 

You can use any seasonal berries 
you wish - such as blueberries, 
strawberries, blackberries or a 
mixture. It's crucial that you serve 
this straight from the oven. 

Serves 4 
Ingredients 

2 Burford Brown egg whites 

250g raspberries 

For the custard 

The zest of 2 lemons 

100ml milk 

200ml single cream 

4 Burford Brown egg yolks 

50g caster sugar 

Itsp flour 

Itsp cornflour 

For the sauce 

lOOg fresh raspberries 

To serve 

Icing sugar, optional 
120g raspberries 

Method 

First, make the custard: put the 
lemon zest, milk and cream into a 
small saucepan and bring to the 
boil, then remove from the heat. 

In a bowl, whisk the egg yolks, 
sugar and the two flours together. 
Pour the cream on to the egg 
mixture and mix it well with the 
whisk. 



Omelette souffle with 
raspberries 

Return to the pan and cook 
gently over a low heat for a few 
minutes, stirring constantly with a 
wooden spoon, especially at the 
sides, until it thickens (but don't 
let it boil). Remove the custard 
from the heat and give it a final 
mix with a whisk. Transfer to a 
clean bowl, cover the surface of 
the custard with cling film to 
prevent a skin forming, then leave 
to cool. 

To make the sauce, blend half of 
the raspberries in a liquidiser until 
smooth. 

Preheat the oven to 180C/gas 
mark 5. Clean a mixing bowl and 
rinse with boiling water to remove 
any traces of fat, then whisk the 
egg whites until stiff, and carefully 
fold into the custard. 

Butter four individual oven-to- 
table pans or similar type oven 
dishes. Divide the mixture into the 
dishes and cook in the oven for 
about 6-7 minutes or until golden 
and the top is a little springy. 

Make a small hole in the centre 
with the back of a spoon and 
arrange the unblended half of the 
raspberries in it. Sprinkle with 
icing sugar if desired, and serve 
the sauce separately. 



Jimmy Doherty on the joys of Jersey Royals 

PROFILE Jimmy Doherty 


Jersey Royals are back in 
season - and Jimmy Do¬ 
herty couldn't be happier. 
The TV host and food fan 
tells Gemma Dunn why 
this humble veggie is the 
star of the show 

H e might be known 
for his rare-breed 
pigs, but entomolo- 
gist-turned-farmer Jimmy 
Doherty's latest initiative 
lets their veggie sidekick - 
the humble potato - do the 
talking. 

"The Jersey Royal is an 
iconic food item and some¬ 
thing we should cele¬ 
brate," the 40-year-old 
enthuses about his collab¬ 
oration with the seasonal 
spud. 

"If the Italians or 
French had this, they 
would be going on about it 
all the time." 

Since taking on a 100- 
acre farm more than 10 
years ago, which was fa¬ 
mously documented in 
BBC Two series Jimmy's 
Farm, Doherty has made a 
name for himself in the 
world of TV, appearing in 
shows including Food Un¬ 
wrapped and Jamie and 
Jimmy's Friday Night 
Feast, with childhood 
friend Jamie Oliver. 

Add to that three books 
and a number of free- 
range food products, and 
it stands to reason that 
he's the ideal patron to 
champion the unique Jer¬ 
sey crop - or as he dubs it, 
"the champagne of pota¬ 
toes". 


"As a kid, having Jersey 
Royals with your spring 
lamb was pretty impor¬ 
tant," he muses. "I'm a big 
believer in seasonality." 

Available from April 
until the end of June and 
delivered to supermarkets 
within 48 hours of being 
gathered up, the TV foodie 
is also a firm believer that 
these potatoes - and other 
varieties - should be a diet 
staple. 

"We forget potatoes are 
full of vitamin C, antioxi¬ 
dants and fibre, and we're 
moving to other carbohy¬ 
drates like rice and pasta," 
he says. "We should go 
back to eating lots of pota¬ 
toes. 

"It's about portion con¬ 
trol, that's all," he adds, in 
response to any spud crit¬ 
ics, and the father-of-three 
certainly practises what 
he preaches at home. 

"My kids get excited 
about food. Understanding 
where food comes from is 
a very natural part of 
their life, and it should be 
the case for everyone. 

It's an ethos he looks to 
implement at Jimmy's 
Farm, which today boasts 
a nature trail, butterfly 
house, award-winning 
restaurant, science and 
food festivals - and a zoo li¬ 
cence in the pipeline. 

"It never ends!" Doherty 
admits, laughing. "There 
are 30 full-timers, and I'll 
tell you what, dealing with 
pigs is a lot easier than 
dealing with people!"

■ IF T20 is cricket's super-fast 
modern game played mainly by and 
for youngsters, then no-one 
bothered telling wily veteran Azhar 
Mahmood.

With just three balls of a finely 
balanced match remaining, he sent 
down a canny slower delivery to Matt 
Quinn - and waited gleefully at the 
other end of his run-up for the ball to 
drop comfortably into his safe hands. 
Caught and bowled, game over. 

Surrey had looked on course for a less 
dramatic win in front of the Sky TV 
cameras when, following the early exit 
of Steve Davies for one, Jason Roy (25 
runs) and Kumar Sangakkara (32) were 
confidently chipping the ball to all 


parts of the ground. But a couple of 
mishit shots saw both dismissed in the 
same over, which gave Essex hope. 

When Roy and James Burke dropped 
catches in the deep, Surrey were 
architects of their own downfall. But 
Burke redeemed himself with a couple 
of catches to dismiss Neil Foster and 
Graham Napier off the bowling of 
young Tom Curran, who also ended 
Ryan ten Doeschate's threatening 
middle order cameo. 

International promise 

Mahmood won't enjoy too many 
more nights like this, but 21-year-old 
Curran simply oozes international 
promise. After contributing Surrey's 
joint second highest batting score of 
32, he took three important wickets, 
after younger brother Tom had struck 
first to dismiss Ravi Bopara and later 
removed Zaidi, Ibw. 

On Sunday, Surrey resumed their 
quest for a first County Championship 
win of the season in Manchester 
against last season's second division 
title rivals Lancashire.They return to 
the Kia Oval on Thursday (26th at 
6.30pm) for their first home game in 
theT20 Blast against Glamorgan.

■ MIDDLESEX had to settle for their 
fifth consecutive County 
Championship draw when last 
week's London derby against Surrey 
ended in stalemate thanks to rain 
that prevented any play on the 
fourth and final day at the Kia Oval.

Speaking after announcing his intention to stick 
around, Terry said: “I am delighted to sign a new 
contract with the club. Everyone knows I’m Chelsea 
through and through. 

“I am looking forward to next season under the new 
manager and hopefully we can make it a successful 
one. 

“Also, a special mention to the fans for their 
continued support. You’re the best in the world.” 

Terry has made 703 first team appearances, including 
a record 570 as captain since his debut in 1998. 

He has also won four league titles, five FA Cups, 



a Champions League, 

Europa Cup, three League 
Cups and made 78 
England appearances. 

Chelsea will return to 
action, following their 
worst season since 1996, 
on July 16, when a short 
pre-season trip to Austria 
will see Blues face Rapid Vienna. Then it’s an outing 
against RZ Pellets before they head to the US on 
August 4 for a three-game run out against Liverpool, 
Real Madrid and AC Milan. 

With the league season not starting until August 13, 
Chelsea will have plenty of time to head to Russia for 
a friendly against CSK Moscow on a date to be 
confirmed. 

Before then, a host of players are expect to leave The 
Bridge to make way for the biggest revamp of the 
squad under Abramovich’s tenure. 

It remains to be seem if Real Madrid come in for 
Thibaut Courtois and an excellent Euro 2016 with 
Belgium will certainly aid the goalkeeper’s cause. 

His number two Asmir Begovic has all but accepted 
that he will never be the first choice at Chelsea and is 
expected to leave after just one season, should a 
suitable offer hit the table.

Defensive rebuild underway 


F ULHAM head coach Slavisa Jokanovic 
continued his summer rebuilding 
programme with the permanent 
signing of Michael Madl from Sturm Graz. 

The central defender, who arrived in SW6 at 
the end of January on a loan deal, has signed a 
new two-year contract that theoretically ties 
him to the club until the summer of 2018. 

Speaking to the official website 
(www.fulhamfc.com), Madl said:"I'm delighted 
to have completed the permanent move to 
Fulham and would like to thank the fans, 
players and staff at SK Sturm Graz for an 
amazing time there. 

"I've enjoyed the past five months - the 
Fulham fans have made me feel so welcome 
from the very first day. 

"I'm looking forward to a new exciting season 
in the Championship and I'm confident that I 
can be part of something special with the club." 

Although capped 11 times at under-21 level, 
Madl still awaits his senior debut for Austria. 
However, he is among 10 defenders named in 
his country's initial 28-man squad for the Euro 
2016 finals. 

Madl made his Fulham debut in the 3-1 win at 


Queens Park Rangers on February 13 - the first 
of 13 appearances the 28-year-old made in the 
second half of the season as Fulham narrowly 
avoided relegation, finishing just two places 
above the drop zone. 

Of the games in which Madl appeared, Whites 
won five, lost five and drew three, while 
conceding 21 goals in the process. 

Lack of aerial presence 

His one and only goal so far came in the 3-0 
victory over Charlton Athletic on his home 
debut. And it says much about Fulham central 
defenders'collective lack of aerial presence that 
of the six who appeared at centre-back at 
various times last season, only the Austrian 
managed to score. Dan Burn (35 appearances) 
Tim Ream (32), Richard Stearman (30), Fernando 
Amorebieta (14) and Shaun Hutchinson (11) all 
failed to find the opposition's net. 

Instead, Whites have relied too heavily on 
their prolific strikers, Ross McCormack and 
Moussa Dembele, who racked up 36 of the 
club's 66 league goals between them. 

Jokanovic's priority, however, is to address the 


flood of goals his team have routinely leaked 
from corners, free-kicks and open play. 

And it’s not just the outfield defenders who 
must shoulder the blame for managing an 
unacceptable four clean sheets all season. The 
coach will probably be looking to sign a new 
first choice goalkeeper, too, after unconvincing 
performances from both Andy Lonergan and 
the less experienced Marcus Bettinelli. 

Fulham conceded at least one goal in 87% of 
their home games and 96% of their away 
matches. Those who question whether 
Jokanovic can add steel and organisation to the 
defence will point out that his team shipped at 
least one goal in each of their last 17 away 
games amid constant changes of formation. 

On Sunday, Jokanovic tweeted that he was in 
Spain to watch the second division promotion 
battle between Real Zaragoza and Gimnastic, 
which ended in a 1 -0 win for the latter and 
many will perceive as a scouting mission. 

Maybe the Serb has come to the conclusion 
that Fulham's horrific defensive disasters cannot 
be eradicated by new signings from Britain and 
that spreading his net much farther afield is the 
best way forward.

Robert Green, recently released by QPR on a free, 
may very well step into Begovic’s shoes, as he was 
earmarked to do last summer. 

A double swoop by Juventus for Oscar and Nemanja 
Matic could see the midfield duo end their Blues 
careers. John Obi Mikel has paid his dues and will be 
reluctant to accept the role of bench-warmer, 
especially as he was a pivotal player for Guus Hiddink 
last season. 

It goes without saying that Rademal Falcao’s 
bemusing loan spell will end and he will return to 
Monaco. Fellow striker Loic Remy, who wanted to go 
to Leicester City in January while the club wanted to 
offload him for lots of cash in China, will get his wish 
and head up the Ml to the champions. 

The future of loanee Alexandre Pato will depend on 
the arrangements the club can make with his agent 
Gilmar Veloz who has partnership deals with 
European super-agent Kia Joorabchian. This 
relationship could see a number of high-profile players 
rock up in west London. But Chelsea may very well 
make Pato’s loan deal from Corinthians permanent as 
a consequence. 

Brazil-born striker Diego Costa, who has been 
dropped by his adopted country Spain for the Euros, 
won’t be missed by some within the corridors of 
Stamford Bridge such was his part in Jose Mourinho’s 
downfall. A return to Spain will be on the cards - if 
Everton can be persuaded to part with former Blue 
Romelu Lukaku. Chelsea sold the Belgium striker to 
the Toffeemen for £18million in 2014 and will have to 
offer close to twice that amount to bring him back as 
Costa’s replacement. 

Ruben Loftus-Cheek will seek a move if he is not 
convinced that staying at The Bridge will be good for 
his career. 

Unhappy 

He is unhappy that the likes of Dele Alii at Spurs 
have been given a first team slot at White Hart Lane 
which has seen him progress rapidly to the full 
England set-up. 

Loftus-Cheek is worried his career will stall and 
even go backwards if he does not get serious minutes 
in a Chelsea shirt. Although he wants to stay, he could 
leave in search of more playing time. 

‘Lofty’ was part of the England U21 side that beat 
Portugal 1-0 in the opening game of the annual Toulon 
tournament, which also featured fellow Blues 
Nathaniel Chalobah, Lewis Baker and Kasey Palmer. 
Baker scored the only goal. 

Should Conte fail to resurrect the fortunes of Chelsea 
next season, then they won’t have far to go to find a 
temporary replacement. 

Guus Hiddink has, after all, decided to formally link 
up with the club in a new role expected to be along the 
lines of a technical director.
